He Is 
a native German, born January 1, 1897 at Osterode, East 
Prussia. 
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At the outbreak of the Spanish Civil War in 1936 
BERNHARDT, who was then living in Spanish Morocco, offered 
his servloea to Franco, a personal friend of his. It was 
arranged that subject handle the exchange of Spanish pro- 
ducts for German war material; the holding companies R0WAK 
in Berlin and HISMA in Tetuan were set up for the purpose 
and became Important economic factors on the Nationalist 
side. 

In 1938 S0PINDUS (Sociedad Financiora y Industrial, 
Av. del Gene rails lmo Franoo 1, Madrid) replaced the earlier 
corporations. As managing director of S0FIND0S in Madrid 
since at least 1941, subject collaborated closely with 
both the Slpo & SD and the Abwehr. Under his direction 
S0FINDUS, in addition to serving as a purchasing agency 
for wolfram and other strategic commodities, handled for- 
eign exchange transactions for the German Government and 
the German intelligence services, provided cover employ- 
ment for the Sipo & SD agents, sometimes paying a part of 
their salaries, facilitated the granting of Spanish visas 
to Abwehr agents by promising employment, set up bank de- 
posits (probably in Spanish names ) to provide for Abwehr 
expenses in case of a diplomatic break between Spain and 
Germany, and assisted the German intelligence services in 
other ways. Specifically, subject is known to have handled 
the transfer by S0FIHDUS to the German Embassy Ptas. 
16,000,000 for the use of KdM Spain in November 1944. Be- 
tween October 1944 and April 1945, he collaborated with the 
German. Embassy, their Naval Attache and KdM Spain in a 
number of unsuccessful attempts to ship supplies from Spain 
to the German garrisons holding out in Franoe. 

BERNHARDT has many influential connections with 
high officials of the Spanish Government. 



BERNHARDT is the self-declared founder of both 
S0FINDUS and HISKA (3lnce dissolved). He Is also vice- 
president of Geralj^de Lanas, S.A. (Lanaco), vice-president

of Exportadora da Pieles, S.A. (Pielco), and a director 
of Nova, S.A. During the German domination of France, 
BERNHARDT held extraordinary powers to control transporta- 
tion for the more efficient delivery of goods, not only in 
Spain, but In France as well. He started a branch of 
SOFINDUS in Lisbon, under the orders of Bethke of ROY/AK, 
and was rumored to have participated In the running of the 
"pirate" radio station "Atlantik", because be received a 
Christmas present from the German Government which also 
went to ethers connected with the station. 

BERNHARDT Is also said to hava a substantial 
camouflaged Interest in Prodag (Productos Agricolas, S.A.). 



In June 1945, the British reported that BERN- 
HARDT had offered to direct SOFIHDOS in the interest of 
the United Nations, with an Allied committee as its Board 
of Directors. He (BERNHARDT) estimated the present assets 
of the company at Ptaa. 500,000,000.

On April 16, 1943, reported els one of the owners 
of Marlon, S.A. Later he is given as Technical Director 
on the Marlon Board of Directors. In May 1945, he was re- 
ported aa the Managing Director of Marion. 
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The American Embassy In Madrid reported on May 
17, 1945 that Serrano STJNER, a lawyer for Marion (Franco's 
brother-in-law i), asked Barber to choose someone to go to 
Lisbon in order to obtain some secret Axis funds from the 
Portuguese Minister of Finance and bring the money back 
to Spain. 

In April 1945, BARBER was reported to be organ- 
izing two cover firms for the concealment of Marion physical 
assets. The first was the firm Minerva, S.L. , at Travesla 
de Luis Vivas 2, Salamanca, and the second Tranaportes 
Ebro, S.L., Calls Zamora, Salamanca. The first was started 
by Don Gaetano Lo Grasso Vtnceguerra and Don Leonard Criado 
Garcia. Lo Grasso la Barber's brother-in-law, and Italian, 
and the address of Minerva, S.L., Is his own private resi- 
dence. Tranaportes Ebro, S.L., was started by lose Korollon, 
and two office employees of Marlon. Both'firms are being 
given trucks and equipment by Marion without making full 
payments.

It has 
been recently reported that the U. S. and British Embassies 
requested his expulsion from Spain. He wsb reported in- 
terned In February 1945, but in May, 1945, another report 
said that WllhelmffPaaoh was negotiating for the purchase 
of a valuable piece of property on the outskirts of 
Torrelavega (Santander) which belongs to a local business- 
man, Jaime Dlestro. Dlestro is said to have aaked 1,000,000 
(pesetas?) and Pasch seemed ready to agree. 



The Pasch brothers have been, in various ways, 
connected with Sooledad da Mlnqrales y Metales, a Lipper- 
helde y Guzman-I. G. Farben. subsidiary; with the Banco da 
Vizcaya; SOFINDUS; and Sociedad Espanola de Cons truce lone s 
Eleotromacanlcaa. Most of their Spanish associates in 
business are of the group that has always been strongly 
pro-Hazl and is suspected of continuing their efforts to 

f ain control and cover for German individuals and assets 
n Spain. The Pasch brothers seem to be undoubtedly en- 
gaged in undercover German activities, and, as such, are a 
known security problem. In addition, their company may 
already have provided a channel for the escape of large in- 
vestments or accounts from Germany to Spain.

In 1941 or 1942, Leza visited the United States 
and upon returning to Spain announced that he had been 
named President of the International Commission on Fluorspar. 
Negotiations were opened with the American Purchasing Com- 
mission with Juans Mans Cardoni acting as mogotiator be- 
tween the Commission and Fluoruros. During these negotia- 
tions de Bordegaray and Mariano Elorna (Klorza?) resigned 
from the company and were substituted for by Rodolfo Caraeal 
and Carmelo Bguigurea. 

Between July 1942 and August 1945 Leza sold large 
quantities of fluorspar to the USCQ. Just before delivery 
of the last lots. La za told Mr. Walser, then .Chief of USCC, 
and Mr. Barrel, Chief of the fluorspar section, that a new 
oontract must be signed immediately. The Commission of- 
fered a temporary request for 5,000 tons, pending advioe 
from the American Government, but the offer was refused in 
favor of the Germans. 



Brugarolas and Mans Cardoni resigned, apparently 
with the approval of Mr. Henry Ellison. They turned in 
their shares of atook, amounting to 10# of the company. 
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(Nona of the above American names, faot3 or figures 
have been cheeked by 033 in Washington.) 

Leza made an agreement with Buttollior, Purchasing 
Delegate of the Germane, for the supply of minerals. The 
British Embassy reported at this time that negotiations 
were under way for the acquisition by S0F1HDU3 of r'luoruros. 
The negotiations were apparently conducted by someone 
named Muller, De Leza and Perez G. Salvador. The purchase 
was made reportedly at 2Q,000,000 pesetas, part of the 
payment being made in Swiss francs. Perez G. Salvador 
renounced his shares in Fluoruros, because of fear of 
Allied black-listing. Perez de Leza then liquidated all 
shares In the company but his own, basing the redemption 
price on the profit made from the sale to SOFINBOS. The 
payment from SOFINDUS was made through the Banco Germanlco, 
ar.d the payment by Leza to the shareholders through the 
Banco Viscaya. 

A different report stated that Leza worked with 
the Bilbao company. Importation de Minerales, supplying 
the Germans with wolfram and other minerals. During this 
period he is supposed to have mads several trips to Galicia 
on behalf of the Germans. • It was thought that he made a 
profit of several millions, particularly through an alleged 
illegal acquisition and re-sale to Germans of valuable mines 
in Leon or Aaturla3, 

During the Spanish Civil War, Leza belonged to 
the S . I. M. and la now thought "to "belong to the Gestapo . 
ItTs^boIiaved that he' has assisted tfieOermans in hiding 
capitals Apparently, he has made or stolen largo suras of 
money, and may also have had money entrusted to him by Ger- 
man interests for placing in Argentina or other South 
Arus l'ican companies. - 

Leza waa reported in February 1944 as a Falange 
e xterior agent in Argentina . 

In kune 1945, -it was reported that Loza was the 
head of a compahy known as Sociedad Americana de Foraentos 
Comerclal y Industrial, which is also known as the Grupo 
Flnanciero de la Safoci, with offices in Madrid and Buenos 
Aires. Ha is believed to be conneoted with Juan 0LAS0.
